LECTURE GIVEN 
ON BYZANTINE 
ARCHITECTURE 



Montreal Brancli of the Archeo- 
logical Institute of America 
Held First Meeting. 



SIR W. PETERSON IN CHAIR 



Professor Ramsay Traquair "A 
Homo Product of McGill" 
Was the Lecturer. 



Yesterday evening in the Physics 
building the Montreal branch of the 
Archcological lustltute of Anierlea 
held its Inaugural meetine. Sir Wil- 
liani Peterson was in the chair and 
opened the meeting by alluding to tlie 
title of the Illustrated lecture which he 
said was on Byzantine Architecture 
with the emphasis on the second syll- 
able of the adJcctiTC. There seemed, as 
he said, to be a tendency to throw the 
stress on certain words as far l>ack as 
possible. The Principal, however, still 
adhered to the old style. Tins lend- 
eiiey, tnu. had to lie eoiitm riictcd and 
so Sir William said that ICnglish imisl 
su ill bo laiight in our L iilversitic s in 
spile of what Dr. Leacoek had said 
With tlie.so remarks the chairman in- 
troduced as (be speaker of the evening 
Prof. Uauisay Traquair, whom he was 
glad lo state was as it were a home 
product of the University. 

The lecturer opened by staling that 
when Constantinc transferred the scat 
of empire from Rome td Constanti- 
nople he brought back to the Greek 
world the power (hat had once been 
hcr.s. Yet, although Constandne was 
anxiou.s to make his new capital like 
the old there was an essential diffei- 
enic, for in the new city Christianity 
and politics were first brought into 
close connection. Rome, indeed. Prof. 
Traquair stated, had brod an exolie 
culture which was liellcnised whirli in 
the new capital came to a natural 
growth. Thus in the department of 
art the Dyzantine shows Roman im- 
perial architecture developed to its 
full by Greek thought. Roman archi- 
tecture had been plain and stralght- 
forward. adding for decoration the 
flowered work of (he Greek. The 
Ttoman did the englneeving while the 
Greek added the dainty dccoradon. In 
support of (his theory the lecturer in- 
stanced the Coliseum which showed 
these traKs aUhough in a transitional 
form. The pictures indeed at this 
stage especially, helped very material- 
ly in elucidating the various points. 
The Imperial baths also shown on (he 
screen showed a building bold in con- 
struction with a veneer of Greek 
forms. The Pantheon was also shown 
as an instance of this combination 
work as it were of Roman engineer* 
ing and Greek flowering. 

The lecturer next in(roduced the au- 
dicntc to the Uyzandnn dome which 
he (raced through various stages. The 
Cliurch of St. Sergius and Baeehus 
showed a (yplral Hyzaniinc donio of 
the earlier period being unique be- 
tausp of its scooped oc(agon shape and 
lis alternate square and circular 
niebcs. 

The Church of St. Sofia formed the 
subject of quite a lengthy study. The 
lecturer spoke of It as the most per- 
fect evidence of Byzantine architec- 
ture. The use of the pendenture, a 
purely Byzantine discovery, was in 
(his church followed with great cffcc(. 
The axial plan was that of the old 
Roman baths while the adapted form 
(Continued on Page 2.)

MANY FLOWER PIGMENTS 



Work Shows Recent Important 
Developments As Results of 
Researches. 



SUGGESTS POSTING

Dean Moyse, of Faculty of Arts, 
TItinlts Sometiiing Sliould 
Be Done. 



The need for the erection of honor 
rolls in the various faculty buildings 
containing a list of men who have gone 
forth to flgbt for king and country, 
was brought to the attention of The 
Daily yesterday by Dr. Charles E. 
Moysc, dean of the Kaculty of Arts.

At the second regular meeting of the 
.McGill Chemical Society, held last 
evening. Dr. Rultan gave a very inter- 
esting paper on " Some Recent Work 

nil the Pigments of Flowers." 

The ispeuker showed thai the pig- 
ments in flowers eould be divided into 
four groups. 1. Chlurophyl, a irl-car- 
boxyilc ester. 2. Carotin and Xantho- 
pyl, which are yellow pigments insol- 
uble in water. 3. Flavin and its hy- 
droxy derivative Flavlnol; ihcic arc 
yellow pigments unaffected by acid or 
alkali. A. Anthosyan. This name was 
formerly applied to the blue pigmenta 
in flowers, but as a result of recent 
work it has been extended to includo 
the red. purple, orange and other pig- 
ments. 11 is only very receiilly ll.at 
any eoiineclion has been shown be- 
tv.een the I'lavinols and the Aiitho- 
eyaup. 

The .speaker then gave a bikl re- 
view of ilic wiiik which has been done 
on pigments of flowers fiom 1.835 to 
the present day. About is,",.", it was 
shown that there was no connection 
between chlorophyll and the pigments 
in flowers. 

It was not till 1906 that appreciable 
quantities of anthocyan could bo ob- 
tained. 

In order to explain the production of 
color In flowers, autumn leaves, etc.. 
Miss Wheldale supposed that the Flav- 
lnol, whieli exists as a glucosidc, j.s 
tirst hydroliscd to a chroniogen, and 
then oxidized to the Anthoeyau. It has 
l)een shown, however, that the pro- 
ducts of oxidation of Flavlnol are not 
identical with the Antlioeyans. 

Some recent work done by Willster- 
ter and Everest has upset this theory, 
however. They studied particularly 
the blue piguienl of the corn flower. 
They showed that it was a dl-saechar- 
Ide, and obtained the sugar-free pig- 
ment in crystalline form. Anthoeyau 
was shown to exist as a glueosido m 
many vegetables, flowers, autumn 
leaves, fruits, etc. 

The modern method of extraction is 
very simple. The flower or vegetable 
is iieulcd with glacial acetic acid. The 
Anthocyan In the acetic acid is then 
extracted with ether and precipitated 
as a picrate by picric acid. The pure 
Anthocyan is then obtained by treating 
the picrate with hydiochloric aeld. 

The speaker then described the gen- 
eral properties of the Anthocvans. 
They arc hydrolized to Anlhoc'yanl- 
dins, which are the sugar-free pjg- 
mcnt.s. By means of their .solubility in 
amyl aieohol it was shown (hat the 
free Anthoeyanidins did not exist in 
the vegetable world. It was also shown 
that the existence of ihc Authoeyans 
depends on the pn seuco of sugar. 

On oxidation they change to pale 
yellow pigments. This also occurs on 
reduction, but In this case the color Is 
brought back by hydrogen peroxide. 
The color disappears on standing, but 
reappears on the addition of hydro- 
chloric acid. They are very unstable 
in alkaline solution. 

Kverest took a yellow glucoside 
Quercedn, and on reduction obtained 
a red pigment. This was an Antho- 
cyan. He also showed that the same 
effecl was produced liy Flavinols from 
many sources. 

The yellow pigment in autumn 
leaves of hops gave a re dplgment on 
reduction. The red pigment In the 
same leaves also gave llie above yel- 
low iiiginent by oxidation. This 
proves that the Flavinols are changed 
to the Anthocyans by reduction, and 
not by oxidation, as Miss Wheldale 
supposed. 

Dr. Ruttan flnalljr pointed out that, 
as we have synthesized the Flavinols, 
we have also synthesized the Antho- 
cyans^ 

After tendering a hearty vote of 
thanks to the spealcer, an interesting 
discussion ensued, and the meeting ad- 
Joitrncd.

After an illness of two years of rar- 
alysi^, Hon James Edwin Bobertson, 
Senator, died at bis home in Montasuc 
on Tuesday evening, Oct. 10. Tbe de- 
ceased was born in New Perth in Octo- 
ber, 1840, and was therefore 76 years 
of age. He was educated In tbe dis- 
trict school and at the Central Acad- 
eniyy, Charlottctown, taking his medi- 
cal studies In McOlll University, where 
he was graduated. He practised his 
profession in .Montague, where for 
many years he enjoyed Ihe fulle.st con- 
fidence of a large clientele and the es- 
.tceni and respect of all. 

He entered on tiis political career in 
ISTfi, when he wa.s elected to tiic Pro- 
vincial Legislature by acclamation. He 
v^us re-elected In 1S7J and was a mem- 
ber ot Ihc Palmer-Haythorne adminis- 
tration until 1873, He was re-elected 
in 1876, and was a member of the Da- 
vlcs administration in 18789. ncslgn- 
Ing from tbe Provincial Legislature, he 
was elected in 1882 to represent King's 
County in the House of Commons, and 
re-elected In 1887. At the election in 
1891 be was unsuccessful, and In 1903 
was appointed Senator.

COLLEGE MAN 
WRITES OF LIFE 
AT THE FRONT 



. The following is the contents of an 
actlTc service postcard received by b. 
Vineberg, Ph.D.. Law '16, from a form- 
er member of the same class: 

October 12. 1915. 

Dear Vlnebfirg; 

Just a few words to let sonic of the 
boys know that your young scribbler 
of law notes is still ulivc. Our thoughts 
have been ot college these last few 
days, as you might expect. I guess 
just now I have a longer beard and a 

dirtier face than even brought 

up to an eight o'clock lecture. 

The other day as I was searching a 
ruined bouse on the firing line for 
wood, r found a couple of commen- 
taries on the "ordonnairc de la mar- 
ine," which put me in mind of the law 
of Cartiev.s. and of my lost effort for 
Mr. Jur-.thr Closp. I hftvc been In a 
dug-out all this month, with spring 
mattrpbs to sleep on. and a good stove 
always burning, and a light-hearted: 
bunch of boys, tough and happy. I

Interesting letters descriptive of 
their experiences at the front, have 
been received by Dr. Frank D. Adams, 
Dean of the Faculty ot Applied Sci- 
ence, from Lieut. J. O. Twinberrow, 
Science '16. now workshop officer 560, 
Motor Transport Company, Army Ser- 
vice Corps, and Lieut. C. P. Ilsley, Scl. 
'16, who is attached to the Sixth Field 
Company, Canadian Engineers Lieut. 
Ilsley is now recovering from an oper- 
ation for appendicitis. He comes from 
.Nova Scotia, and attended Acadia Uni- 
versity before entering McGlU. 

Lieut. Twinberrow will be remem- 
bered as president of the English 
Rugby Club. He writes from "in the 
field" under date of October 18: 

" I trust this my first letter to you 
after leaving college will serve to dis- 
pel any doubts you may have as to my 
being still in the land of the living, and 
.that it will also show that I have not 
forgotten my m&ay happy days at Mc- 
GUI. 

"To begin with, I propose to recount 
briefly my experiences since leaving 
Montreal, last April T believe It was. 

" I worked my passage on the SS. 
Northland as engineer, and as I usual- 
ly find on Bucb trips, I was able to 
piek up many useful mechanic's hints. 
We had a quiet and uneventful trip to- 
gether with BllUngton and wife, Buck- 
ley, MacPhail and Macaulay, all Sci- 
ence, and also twenty or thirty Queen's 
men and a Bed Cioss Hospital unit. 

"I visited the War Office, and after 
several Interviews I managed to obtain 
two commislsons, one in. the Flying 
Corps and the other in the A.S.C. me- 
chanical transport. I took the latter, 
as it offered the heavier class of work, 
but, nevertheless, light to what I was 
accustomed to I spent the first fort- 
night in uniform at Grove Park, near 
London, taking a course of military 
law, etc.; then Joined the Caterpillar 
Depot ot Aldcrshot, where I spent 
about three and a half months on the 
permanent staff in charge of the over- 
hauling of machines before their de- 
parture for the front. The Caterpillar. 
I might say, Is the Holt Tractor from 
Peoria, 111. It has a long, endless 
track instead of wheels, so that it can 
negotiate ditches and trenches without 
falling iu. It Is used for hauling the 
big guns. 

"I left England about five weeks ago 
as workshoj) officer to the first M. T. 
draft, witj high horsepower Caterpil- 
lars mo. We have 6-lnch naval guns, 
the heaviest haul In France, and from 
Boulogne to the firing line we made a 
record run In spite of our awkward 
load of 18 tons on two wheels with no 
Umber. 

"Wc are pretty close up to the firing 
line, and the range of the guns being 
ten miles, we strike a blow well be- 
hind the German trenches. 

"I have been right up on several oc- 
casions, but merely on pleasure ex- 
peditions. 

"1 am lucky in being right amongst 
the Canadians and amongst Science 
fi icnds of mine. I often see Macken- 
zie who came to third-year mechanical 
from R.M.C; also Pat .Murray, fourth- 
year mechanical, who Is in the Vic- 
toria Rifles. 

" A field ambulance unit close to 
here also gives me Busby, .Med. '17. of 
English Ivugby fame; Struthers, Med. 
17; l.anier.s, Elkington, Benniag, New- 
sam and many others. 

"Billlngtou and Buckley, I daresay 
you have heard, got commissions In ' 
the U. E. T. 1'.; also Ord, Scl. '16, Mac- 
phall, Garrison Artillery, and Macau- 
lay, infantry commissions 

"My address Is: Lieut. , Work- 
shop Officer. 560, M. T. Co., A.S.C, 
18th Brigade, R.O.A,, Ammunition 
Column. B.E.F."

A Platoon of Theoloffs. Will be 
Formed if Enough Men 
Join. 



An important meeting was held at 
the Weslcyan College, at seven o'clock 
last night, in which the question of 
men Joining the C. O. T. C. was dis- 
cussed. Principal Smyths presided. 
The speakers were: Rev. Dr. Rose, Dr. 
Glfford, Prof. Poundtr, Mr. MeBride. 
one of the goTernors; and Major Mc- 
Ose. It was empliaslzetf that the times 
were serious And that , even a man's 
calling as a minister did not excuse 
him from doing his part.

Lieut. Ilsley writes from Hllder's 
military Hospital, Hazlemere, Surrey, 
as follovs: 

"It Is surprising to find how many 

.McGllI men one runs across over here. 
On my way back from France I found 
the doctor at the dressing station to be 
a .McGill man. At the headquarters of 
the Ambulance Corps I found several, 
and even at Cambridge Hospital I 
found one to be a .McOill man, which, 
eoiiridcring that the hospital Is one of 
the oldest English hospitals In the 
country. Is surprising. These are Just 
the men I have run across on my way 
back. If I should try to enumerate 
all I have met here, I would have to 
write volumes. 

"I was unfortunate enough to be 
taken down with appendicitis In the 
trenches, but am now on the high way 
to convalescence, and hope to be back 
with my unit in a month. 

"I expect the attendance this year is 
only a part of what it would have been 
had tkcre been no war, and next year 
Btlll smaller If the war is still on, as 
the university men are not backward 
in joining the colors, especially those 
of .MiGill. 

" f ^i^Rf■l■ely hope ihis coming year 
will sre the close of the war; fbcn .Mc- 
GllI can talip up her work again In 
earnest. This year will be a broken 
one with you. a.s was last year, ! am 
afraid; but I know she will do what is 
l ight and give the men a i hance to do 
their as they ijlil last year.

Captain E^'e, the officer In charge of 
organizing the Universities Companies, 
yesterday received official authoriza- 
tion from headquarters for the forma- 
tion, equipping and training of a fifth 
Universities company. The recruiting 
for this new company will start as 
soon as satisfactory arrangomenls can 
be made, and the exact date will be an- 
nounced later. 

There are already some men In bar- 
racks awaiting the formation of this 
unit, as well as almost a whole pla- 
toon of men whose enlistment Is prob- 
able with the fifth company, so that 
this should form a good basts for this 
Universities unit.' 

Fonrtli Working Hard. 

The Fourth Universities Company 
are working very hard preparing 
tberaselves for the time, not far dis- 
tant, when they will be called to the 
front. Yesterday morning practice 
was given In spotting buipcrs. Four 
supposed snipers were sent out near 
Fletcher's Field, and the rest of the 
company advanced, preceded by an ad- 
vance guard. The snipers' work proved 
very effective, as they were exceeding- 
ly hard to locate. One resourceful 
man climbed to the garret of the Mol- 
son House, from whence he theoret- 
ically killed many of the advancing 
company, and upon the house being 
searched be was not found, having hid- 
den under some board. A wily mem- 
ber of the company, after the search 
proved unsuccessful, bid under the 
steps ot the bouse, and when the 
sniper came out. this guard pounced 
on him. Of the four snipers that went 
out, only two were captured, the oth- 
ers remaining unlocatcd. 

An attack was then developed across 
the north-west corner of the Field, 
which was followed up by a bayonet 
charge, and then a retirement on the 
Incline Railway station. After this 
manoeuvre was completed, a line of 
outposts was thrown out in front of 
the Incline Railway. The company 
formed up, and by way of carrying out 
the fine physical drill that has been 
mapped out for them, they doubled all 
the way home. 

In the afternoon signalling was car- 
ried out under tho signalling officer of 
the 8.O.T.C.. Mr. J. E. Hoare, who 
gave able hints to a picked squad of 
men. A party went to the indoor rifle 
ranges of the C.P.R., where many 
good scores were made, while tho rest 
of the company did different kinds of 
drill on the campus. 

Bporis are To-day. 

The company will parade at 8.40 to- 
day without the usual routine of physi- 
cal training, and from ithere march up 
to the new Stadium, where the sports 
will be held. It will be a private 
sports day for the Fourth Company, 
who are the only men competing. All 
the usual jumps and runs will be on 
the programme of the morning's enter- 
tainment, and all expect to have a fine 
time. The unit will wear great coais. 
as It Is expected It will be pretty cool 
work for those not running, while side 
arms will also be dispensed with. The 
company will then parade at 1' o'clock I 
for the usual afternoon's work.

A meeting of the executive of the 
33oxing, Wrestling and Fencing Club 
was held yesterday afternoon in the 
Engineering Building to complete the 
arrangements for the season's work. 
The use of a room at the Y.M.C.A. 
has been secured, in addition to that 
in the Union baseiuenf. and consc- 
(Quently the club will not be cramped 
ioT space this year. It was decided 
that the boxing should take place at 
the Y.M.C.A., while the fencers and 
wrestlers will continue lo occupy their 
old quarters in the Union. There was 
Bome discussion over tlic choice of 
hours for practice, which resulted in 
"the decision that, for the present at 
least, all the practices will commence 
punctually at 5 o'clock, and will con- 
tinue for an hour or an hoiu' and a 
half. 

The boxer* and wrestlers will meet 
on Monday and Friday at their respec- 
tive rooms, and the fencing practices 
will be held on Wednesday and Satur- 
day.

Tho 
executive intend to secure the services 
of George Smith, the capable iustruo- 
tor who was in charge of the wrestling 
last season, and it is expected ttiat he 
will be on hand for the opening prac- 
tice next Monday, Arrangements arc 
also being made to obtain boxing and 
fencing instructors, and everything 
will be in readiness when the work 
commences. 

All men who have any Intention of 
taking up any of these three sports are 
particularly urged to turn out at the 
first practice so that those in charge 
of the work will know what number of 
men to expect 

The secretary Informed the members 
of the executive that a letter had been 
received from the Wrestling Club at 
Cornell University, asking that McGill 
send a team there In February, and 
promising to hold certain dates open 
until a decision was arrived at. No 
final answer could be returned until 
more particulars are received, and also 
until it is known definitely how many 
jnen the club will have to choosr from. 
The secretary was accordingly in- 
structed to write to Cornell and a.sk 
for further information concerning 
Certain particulars, and to state that 
as the season at McGill had only just 
been started, it would be impossible 
to ma}(e a definite decision for a few 
weeks. In former seasons this trip 
has been one of the most popular feat* 
ures on the' programme, and it is 
hoped that a team may.be aent again 
this winter. While there will bo no 
Intercollegiate assault-at-anns, the 
present intention is to hold several 
smokers during the winter months, 
when competitions against other local 
clubs will be staged.

TO MEET HARVARD. 



Althougb this exhibition has been 
well adxcrtised, It seems that com- 
paratively few McGill students have 
taken the opportunity to visit it. To 
these it may be urged, that it in spite 
of being hard pressed for time, Ihey 
can manage to run i^to the gallery 
for even three-quarters of an hour, 
they will be well repaid toi' the effort. 
Perhaps it is time that this collection 
includes nothing stupendous In tho 
way of originality, that as far as mod- 
cinness and conventionality are con- 
cerned, all the paintings stand more 
or less on the same tranquil plane; 
bill a( the same time there is muc'li 
that is interesting and pleasant, and 
there is variety. 

Many styles of painting are repre- 
sented, from ^laccomber's "Flovirer 
of Yesterday," with its beautiful rich 
coloring, and weird melancholy fas- 
cination, rather reminiscent of the 
Pre-Raphaelite, to the merry, almost 
crude Irish studies of M. Henri. One 
feels Inclined lo linger with the .Mac- 
comber group, especially 'he ".Mar- 
coni." The artist evidently apiiieci- 
alos, Willi Kipling, the romance of 
scientific iiiogross. 

There are two exquisite child stud- 
ies, one "The Curtain,'' tiy Gertrude 
Fishe, a happy combination of sun- 
shine and symbolism: the other, 
"Olivia," by Lydia Enimeii, h very 
sweet, familiar type in art, and a con- 
stant favorite of artists, a type of 
which the mere thought cannot fail to 
bring a smile of pleasure as long as 
enchanting little girls with dimples 
continue to stand against dark back- 
{rrounda, making "sunshine in a shady 
place." 

The greater part of the exhibition is 
composed of landsoapoK and sea-views. 
Mere, again, there is variety, in which 
perhaps the greatest differences may 
be noted by the comparison of .Mr. 
Paul Dougherty's strikiuK vivid color- 
ing and bold finish, in his "Cove " and 
•Botallack Cleft," with the smooth, 
quiet coldness of Woodbury's "Winter 
Sea," Just as impressive In Its strange, 
chill greys and whites of .a frozen sea 
and wintry sky, relieved only by the 
brown of the seaweed clinging lo the 
rocks. Again, as another abrupt con- 
trast there Is tranquility and warm 
peace of Misbel's "Summer,"' dreamy 
and pj_easant to contemplate, the lacy 
foliag"? being especially lovely. An- 
other, very attractive landscape is 
Gardner Syniond's "Hills and Winding 
Uiver," of which the lights and shad- 
ows, the soft, heathery tints on the 
hills, and the frozen blue of the 
stream, soem — judging from the stand- 
point of an amateur — particularly fine. 

Passing to portraits of which there 
are several, one of the most interest- 
ing is a delightful "Portrait of a Sing- 
er" by Lydia Emmet. The clear, sharp 
outlines, strong, yet delicate are par- 
ticularly agreeable. Another happy 
study from life Is the "Cardinal's 
HoIir" of Kronbcrg. Of quite another 
lyiie are K. A. Uell's graceful, soft- 
tinted studies, "The Spinet" and "The 
Connoisseur." suggesting illustrations 
rallier tlian spontaneous studies. 

An American exhibition of any 
kind would not be complete willioiit 
some allusion to national Iradltion. 
Primative artistic expression is rep-, 
resented in Pousc's "Drummer," a fas- 
cinating Indian picture. 

Long-windedncss Is perhaps more 
unbearable in journalism than any- 
where else, so in lieti of further re- 
marks the writer will only refer brief- 
ly to .Murphy's "Upland Farm," Par- 
ton's "Reflections." Franzen's "Lec- 
turer," Kendall's "Cretlcs," Wiggin's 
"Morning Light," etc.. all of which are 
well worth .«lore than a passing 
sUincr. Written by the veriest dll- 
Irtante, for other amateurs, tills ai- 
ticle endeavors to point out lo those 
students who are Interested in pic- 
tures, the fact that not far from the 
college buildings is the means of 
spending an exceedingly pleasant 
hour. The exhibition closes on 
sixth of this month.
